Ini this note she also mentioned the 
death of her friend, and said his funeral 
would be at the “Litthe Church Around 
the Corner” Monday.

Croasdale, said that Mrs. Bauduy was 
married eight years age and that her 
husband, Louis BRaudiuv., a traveling 
man, is now in Philadelphia.

The power to regulate rates should reside in the 
municipalities in order that no public-service mo- 
nopoly may be able to oppress the public by un- 
reasonable charges. No corporation should be per- 
mitted to squeeze interest and dividends out of the 
public to make good millions of dollars of watered 
capital.

An Indiana Decision. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Circuit Judge 8S. R. Artman of Leba- 
non, Ind., has held that the Legislature 
has no more legal right to license the 
sale of intoxicating liquors than it has 
to license gambling. If the decision fs 
upheld by the higher courts it will close 
every saloon in the State of Indiana, 
In other words, the Legislature cannot 
legalize a menace to public health, nor 
can the State, under the guise of a po- 
lice regulation looking to the public 
morals, license the saloon business. 
Both Federal and State courts have 
ruled that no form of gambling, such as 
lotteries, ete., could be legalized, since 
they are a peril to the welfare of so- 
ciety... Now ff all this be true, then what 
is to become of the saloon business? 
Any citizen taxpayer, if he sees fit and 
proper to do so, can compel every saloon 
to close its doors and quit business, not 
only in the State of Indiana, but in any 
other states in the Union, provided tie 
Legislature has not the inherent power 
under the fundamental principles of law 
to legalize and license the saloons in the 
retailing of intoxicating liquors.

Local Millers Say That With 
Wheat at 80 Cents a Bushel 
It Does Not Pay, 


is scarcer in St. Louis than it 
lt is said by com- 
mission merchants and wholesale gro- 
cers that the manufacture of the prod- 
uct from which bread is made has not 
kept pace with the city’s growing de- 
mand, and that the output during the 
last 12 months was so small that a large 
portion of the flour used here had to be 
Shipped into St. Louis from other mar- 
kets. 

Millers say that with wheat around 
sv cents a bushel during the greater por- 
tion of the year,, there was practically 
no profit in making fiour for the local 
trade. Several of the largest mills are 
now running only. half time or less and 
one big manufacturing firm has an- 
nounced that it has withdrawn entirely 
from the local retail field. 

Many millers, instead of seeking their 
market here, have found more profit in 
supplying the export demand. St. Louis 
flour. is being sent abroad by the ship 
load, because the foreigners are bidding 
higher prices than local dealers are will- 
‘ng to pay. 

Stocks in store are rapidly decreasing. 
Because of the high prices the family 
demand is falling off and the consSump- 
tion of baker’s bread is abnormally 
large, bakers say. 

Commission brokers say that the pres- 
ent advance is due almost entirely to 
the depletion of stocks, and that when 
the price of wheat reaches a level where 
milkng will be profitable, there will be 
a decline. Just when this will be they 
cannot say. It depends on the outlook 
for the coming wheat crop. Should the 
Output of wheat be short, wheat prices 
might go so high as to affect the price 
of bread for family use. 

Dealers say that the high price of 
flour is the one thing which is now pre- 
venting the proposed merger of some of 
the largest bakeries in St. Louis. The 
margin of profits is so small that the 
concerns interested in the projected con- 
solidation are unable to make a state- 
ment of earnings which. would induce 
outsiders to purchase stock in the com- 
bination. 

Retail grocers are carrying 
stocks of flour than they 
cause of the falling off in 
demand. 

A representative of the J. 
Flour Mills Co said Tuesday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: ‘‘We have given up 
our grocery trade entirely because it 
does not pay.
